Demagogues working in the in ureal of 
ihe Administration nod of the H (her Law- 
iem of the free Sle'ce. bare moot assidn - 
ouftiv and perwatNntl; aiu iuptrd lo array 
the Non-alavehoidera of Kentucky a^ ait) el 
the South iu thic routeat. The appeals 
they bare made to this clang 01 oar tellow- 
citiseus Indicate a coutempt for the intel- 
ligence aud the patriotism of tba masses 
quit* characteristic of the fedora I arifito 
cratic element bj which the Administra- 
tion party iu the Statu ia controlled. 

Their argument ia. (bat thia.u a war ou 
the part of the South tar the protection of 
slave pro pe rtf. o on -slaveholder* owu none 
of this property; therefore they should not 
fight to protect the lights of those wbo do 
owe it. 

The non-slaveholders are told that they 
constitute the great bod; of the people; 
that the slave holders are an inconsidera- 
ble minority of the whole population; and 
that the majority should not be involved 
Iu the consequences of a war lot the pro- 
tection of a minority. 

Other appeals, baaed on the same idea, 
but direct, personal, and local iu their ap- 
plication, arc constantly pressed by tnea 
like Busmlkttr, Kiid. Hovi.x. and the 
rest of ths sergeants aud corporals of the 
advance guard of Abolitionism. 

These arguments and appeals are pr«d 
icaled upon the supposition that the great 
body of the people are incapable of un- 
derstanding that in a frar Stale each cil- 
iaeu le directly interested in the protection 
of nil the rights of every other citimen— 
that as no one man can protect his own 
rights against powerful combinations it U 
necessary to form combinations or com- 
munities for the protection by the w hole 
bod; of the ] < 01 * 00 . property, and priv- 
ileges of each mem bar — thm in the Stale 
any Injur; or wrong done to any citican is 
an injury or wrong dona to all, and that it 
is ths duty of all to unite in protecting 
the rights and redreasing the wrongs of 
each. 

The right of the owner to his negro 
slave is as clear as the right of the non 
slaveholder te bis horse, his plow, or his 
axe, and as iu disputable as the right of the 
free white man who has lived in his county 
one year and in his precinct sixty dsys to 
vote for s member of the Legislature; and 
when protection ia refused ia one case, 
aggression ia invited in the other. 

Those who now snek to rob the owner 
of his property in slaves, five years ago 
got up a fierce and well nigh successful 
crusade against c.tiscn* of foreign birth 
and members of Roman Catholic Church 
Five years hence they msy attempt to 
limit the right *f suffrage still further, 
culling off from the exercise of this great 
privilege not only foreign l»orn citixens 
and Catboliua, but all who de not own a 
freehold aud ear. not read aud write. 

That this is not improbable, ia evident 
from the fact, that in If vsaaehusetu, where 
the Black Republican policy has bem ful- 
ly developed, a proposition was mad* there 
a few years ago aud supported by a nu- 
merous party, if it was not actually adopt- 
ed, of whi«h w# are not aurc, depriving 
those poor people whose misfortune it is 
not to be able to read, of the right of sug- 
rage. 

If they should succeed now in abolishing 
slavery by arraying the non-slaveholder 
against the slaveholder, they would then 
excite ths native born citizen against the 
naturalized citizen, and drive the Utter 
from the country. Then they could stir 
up the Protestant against the Catholic, aud 
thus disfranchise and put under bans 
the latter. Then, divided, distracted, rent 
by feuds, the people would U subjected to 
the few through s property qualification; 
and the pel idea of Sivxru, Lincoln, and 
aud ether apostle* of Higher Law would 
be realised iu oar Stats, iu which New 
England Puritanism and New England 
philanthropy would shape the laws aud 
fashion ths public mind, and a free 
negro with a hous* and lot w eald have 
privilege* denied to the poor whit* uiar. 

This movement is led by natives of the 
fanatical North and others who pioneered 
Abolitionism in this State iu 1S49. 

But if this is a war ou the part of the 
South for the protection of slave propertv, 
it necessarily follows that it is a war on the 
part of the North to abolish slavery here. 

And this is unquestionably one of the 
object* which the Abolition statesmen hop# 
to accomplish. 

Unable to accomplish the dcatruction of 
slavery, and give Ireodom to the negro, by 
peaceful means, they arc willing to force 
thnir ideas of negro equality ou the Bouib 
at the point of ths bayonet. 

Unable to con viu*e the ]>eople of Esn 
tucky that the slave owners ought to be 
robbed of their property in order to make 
th# negro the political equal of the white 
man, they hope to compel them to accept 
the Maaaachuselte doctrine of equality and 
fraternity, and adapt themselves to th* 
Northern theory of amalgamation. 

Th* non-slaveholder who should aid, by 
direct er indirect means, the fanatic, am 
•f thea* "enemies of the country" which 
th* Journal save placed th* present “mis- 
erably unlit’’ incumbent of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive office in power, in their war on 
slave property, to that extent would give 
hi* sanction to the establishment of a sys- 
tem which would make th* negro hi* po 
litical squab 

If this is a war ou the jwrt of On South 
for th* protection of slave properly it ia 
also a war oa the part of the North 1 * de- 
stroy that property; is there one native 
bom noc-ilavcbolder in the State wh* 
would rather fight to rob his slave-hold 
leg neighbor of his property than to pro 
sect him in it* 

The interest of the uon-slsvahoider in 
slavery is almost as direet and quite as 
gTt»i as that of th* slaveholder; it is an in- 
stitution the benefits of which extend to 
all; it ia recognized and protected by th* 
Constitution #f the State; and to yield up 
alsv* property to the invader o! our rights, 
is 1 * place our persons, eur property, ami 
onr privileges in his power, te satborise 
him to do w hatsoever he will with us, to 
make us hi* subjects forever. 

The destrnction of slave property, how- 
sver, is to be but one of the incidents of 
th# war if the North should succeed. 

In that evert, African slavery would be 
aboliehed beyond question, but the tri- 
umph that would give the North the pow- 
er to do that, would sweep sway the Con- 
stitution, tbs Government of onr fathers, 
the liberties of the people, establish a ene 
man power, and make us a nation of slaves, 
whose condition would be far more pitia- 
ble than that of th* negroes on the planta- 
tions of Booth Carolina or Leuisana. 

The great overshadowing question in- 
volved ia this canvass is. not whether the 
black man shall be free, bat wh-ther the 
white man shall be slave. And this con- 
cern* eqaelly th* non-slaveholder aud th* 
slaveholder, th* neb and the poor, the high 
end the low. 

Constitntieual liberty no longer exists 
in the Free Su es : the question is, shall it 
alee be swept sway in the Slave States* 

Demagogues, desperate, reckless, un- 
principled men, with nothing to los* and 
everything to gain, seek to divert public 
attention from the great question* of the

as the morning sun shall rise, so sure will 
they yet vind.cat# their good seuss and pa- 
triotism and rebuke those who seek to 
betray them. 

g^yonr people w««il pence. To^tuain- 
lain peace has been the object o the! con- 
stant endeavors aud uuceasing efforts. 
They did uot wish to ses war brought to 
their doors, aud ruin spread over the land. 
They shuddered at the thought of the frat ri- 
ridal contest which I.ixcolw seems deter- 
mined to force upon them. 

We fear mauy of their sets have tendei 
to the defeat of their wishes. We be.li«v * 
much they have dous has served but to in- 
vite aggression. 

Like the great 111 ».- s of KeutuckisDS, w e 
wanted peace, and have labored eoustuully 
to preserve it. W# hav* differed from 
many as to the means by which war 
coaid b# prevented aud peace maintained. 
Whether we were right of wruii;' there 
can scarcely now be two opiuions. and it 
look* as if the experience of the next lew 
weeks would serve to dxiuonstrate the 
correctness of the idvas w« have advanced. 

Kentucky wants peace;— the Adminis- 
tration appear* determined to force her 
into the unnatural sot flict. 

Kentucky has assumed a neutral | osi 
lion; — th* Administration appears deter 
mined to fores her from that petition 

The people of Kentucky voted for the 
submission candidate* for Congress a; the 
last (lection because they believed that lb* 
choice of those candidates would preserve 
peace; — the Administration appears deter 
in. Bed to coustru* the result of that elec- 
tion into a declaration in favor of its war 
policy, and to accept it as au invitation to 
transfer the conflict from Virginia, where 
uothiuc but defeat awaits the advance of 
the Federal forces, to our own soil. 

Disregarding the ueutral position as- 
sumed by Kentucky, the Administration 
persists iu filling the State with the arms, 
mnuitioo* of war, and equipments for an 
army, aud in illegally interfering with th* 
trade and basinets of our citizens. 

Troops are being bribed into the service 
o' Limolk to fight against our own peo- 
ple. 

Tbeagreemsut made betweeu General 
Bicskbr and Geucral McClbli.sk Las

UT Tbs leading friends of th* Kepi-.h 
lican Dictatorship in this State have been 
in consultation hers for a few days past. 

We understand on* of the subjects they 
had under consideration related to ths re- 
cruiting of soldiers here for Likcol* and 
the contemplated encampment near this 
city. 

We further understand that no scruples 
in regard to the effect of this violation of 
onr neutrality on tbs interests of the State, 
aud no consideration of the honor and dig- 
nity of the Commonwealth hid any weight 
with them : the question was discussed in 
the light of party policy aloue, ths object 
being to determine w hether in their opin- 
ion the public mind was sufficiently pre- 
pared for sach action. 

W* understand that us one of the results 
of this conference, Gen. Lovell H. Rol’B- 
sbxc will encamp his men, not here, but 
near Jeffersonville, where they will be 
in reach when it is deemed advisable to 
call them into action, without alarming 
onr people.
